In a somewhat harried and 
hurried meeting Thursday night, 
lasting less than two hours, tht 
GHI hoard, minus three of its 
vacationing members, (Schwan, 
Gough, O’Reilly), discussed the 
next steps to implement the new 
homes project. 

Manager Roy Breashears read a 
letter he load received from a coun¬ 
sel for the Maryland National Park 
and Planning Commission, stating 
that no effective zoning existed on 
the GHI lots because the nominal 
RPC zoning had not been invoked 
for many years; any building, ex¬ 
cept single family housing, would 
require a new zoning application 
according to the letter. Breashears 
noted that there are two dates per 
year for filing such an application, 
in January and July, so that one 
opportunity has just been missed. 

Architect’s Fees 

He gave one architect’s price as 
being 5% of the construction cost 
of the house, plus $50 for every 
house built under the same plan— 
this would come to $1200 for ten 
$15,000 houses, as an example. The 
cost would be lower if the town- 
houses and single homes were in¬ 
cluded as a package. Director Nat 
Shinderman suggested that the 
planning of additions, a frequent 
need, might also be added to the 
package, while director James 
Smith felt it could be useful to 
keep the architect on a permanent 
retainer.

City, GHI, File Appeals 
Against Zoning Decisions 

Joseph DePaul, Greenbelt's afrec^ 
ial zoning attorney, announced 
that an appeal petition was filed 
on Friday, August 13, with the 
Circuit Court of Appeal. The peti¬ 
tion appealing the recent decisions 
of the county commissioners on the 
Golden Triangle and the Smith - 
Ewing tracts, was filed on behalf 
of the City of Greenbelt, the city 
council, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and 
the following individuals: Edgar 
Smith, David Champion, Gordon 
Allen, and Roy Breashears. 

The city is contesting the decis¬ 
ion of the county commissioners 
to zone the 57-acre Golden Triangle 
for general commercial use (C-2) 
on the grounds, among other, that 
the commissioners’ decision was 
based on evidence not in the record. 

The city is also contesting the 
Smith-Ewing tract decisions as 
resulting in residential density 
that would be much higher than 
that recommended by the Greenbelt 
Master Plan.

The regular meeting of City Council on August 16 handled 
a twenty-item agenda in record time; the meeting was adjourned 
at 10:45 p.m. Items on the agenda included: the awarding of con¬ 
tracts in the approximate amount of $24,000; the second reading of 
an ordinance to authorize the city to sell bonds in the amount 
of $250,000 for parkland; and an ordinance to provide for levying 
a special assessment against property owners in cases of road 
construction. 


Five Candidates Row Running 
In Coming Council Elections 

The tempo for the city council election increased this week 
as four candidates threw their hats into the ring. They are Harvey 
Geller, 117 North way; William Hoff, 71-E Ridge; Robert E. Foley, 
11-D Parkway; and Clifford H. Simonson, 8-C Ridge. Hoff and 
Simonson are incumbent councilmen. The only previous candidate 
to announce officially is Lloyd Moore. 


The election for the five-man coun¬ 
cil will be held on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 21, but all nominating peti¬ 
tions must be in by Monday, Au¬ 
gust 23. 


Deadline io Register 
Monday, August 23 

Monday, August 23, is the last 
day to register to vote in the 
coining city council election. The 
city clerk’s office will be open until 
5 pjn. that day. Special hours for 
registration will also be held to¬ 
night to 9 p.m. and on Saturday 
morning from 9 to 12 a.m. 

Posted on the bulletin board at 
the city offices is a list of almost 
100 names that have been stricken 
from the voting rolls because of 
failure to vote in either of the last 
two elections. In the last 1963 elec¬ 
tion, there were 1,724 registered 
voters of whom 1,393 voted. Two 
3 'ears before that there were 1,473 
registered voters of whom 1,060 
voted. 

To register to vote, one must be 
a citizen of the U. S., be at least 
21 years of age and must have lived 
in Greenbelt at least six months 
and in the State of Maryland for 
one year immediately preceding the 
election on September 21. It is 
not necessary for a person to be a 
registered voter in Maryland to be 
eligible to vote in Greenbelt. Even 
though you normally vote in an¬ 
other State for State and national 
elections, you may still vote in the 
city election if you meet the other 
conditions. 

Those citizens who have voted 
in at least one of the two previous 
regular city elections need not 
register again, as long as they 
have lived continuously in Green¬ 
belt. 

The city election will feature the 
election of five city councilmen. 
Each voter is entitled to vote for 
as many candidates as there are 
vacancies to be filled. 

The city charter, which governs 
election procedures, requires that 
» candidate must receive a majority 
of the votes to be elected. If fewer 
than five candidates receive a 
majority, a “run-off” election is 
held one week later. In the run-off 
election, the ballot consists of those 
remaining candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes in the first 
election, up to twice as many names 
as there are positions to be filled. 
Candidates polling the greatest 
number of votes, whether a major¬ 
ity or a plurality, are declared win¬ 
ners in the run-off.

Better Hearing Month 

Early detection of a hearing im¬ 
pairment is vital to successful treat¬ 
ment.

3. Never swim in uninspected 
pools or stagnant waters.

Family Criteria 

The board moved to the question 
of applying criteria for choosing 
among applicants for the homes. 
Shinderman asked Breashears to 
contact the members with large 
families and request them, if in¬ 
terested, to apply in writing.

This set off some 
discussion, with Smith offering an 
alternate procedure by whi^h any 
family could apply and the selec¬ 
tion would be maple “from the top 
down," i.e. from the largest fami¬ 
lies down.
